Covina again took a high 


nosition hi the honor roll of 
California cities Monday night, 
when the city council passed 
the annual tax rate ordinance 
bv which taxpayers will next 
year pay a lower tax than they 
did last year, due to the new 
rate being the same as it was 
last year, $1.80, but with a de- 
crease in the assessed valua- 
tion of more than $300,000, ex- 
clusive of the public utilities 
assessed valuation, the figure 
this year being $1,703,465. 


The tax rate as adopted Monday 


night is divided as follows: general 
fund, $1.00; library, 22c; 1922 park 
bonds, interest and sinking fund, 5c; 
municipal improvements, 14c; sewer 
bonds, interest and sinking fund, 25c; 
building bonds, interest and sinking 
fund, Ic; 1920 park bonds, interest 
and sinking fund, lie; 1915 act re- 
volving fund, 2c. The 1920 park 
bonds'fund was lowered one cent 
from last year's rate, and the 1915 
act revolving fund was raised one 
cent, making the tax rate the same 
as it was last year, $1.80.

Arkansans by Scores 
Arrive in Govina

The only similarity in Mark Twain and Will Rogers is 


found in that they were both American humorists. At- 
tempts to link them as kindred spirits do not stand analysis. 


Both were greatly beloved because they created laugh- 


ter when it was most needed, but Samuel Clemens (Mark 
Twain) had a peppery disposition; was irritable under 
stress; was not at all fond of people, but devoted only to 
intimate friends; intolerant of ignorance and stupidity; 
impatient with the slow progress of reform; and his humor 
carried many a barb that drew blood. Mark Twain was of 
common origin, but he developed into a leading intellectual 
in his day. He was personally lovable, but was often tem- 
peramental and illogical. 


Will Rogers was rarely peevish, generally philosophical 


and equable. He wrote as he felt, and invariably felt that 
"take it all around, this ain't a bad world." Mark Twain 
and Will Rogers -both were propagandists, interested in 
reform, but Rogers was content to use the gentle wise- 
crack as a weapon, while Mark Twain often thrust with a 
glittering rapier. The speeches and writings of Rogers are 
applicable only to the immediate present, and will not be 
projected beyond this decade, while Mark Twain, although 
now greatly demoded, has left much that will persist for 
an indefinite time in American literature. 


There is something of a sardonic joke in the success of 


Rogers as a writer, speaker and actor. He was not any of 
these, judged by all standards. His opportunities for aca- 
demic education were limited, as were Mark Twain's, but 
Rogers shunned erudition while Mark Twain courted it 
and attained it. Rogers' brand of spelling, punctuation and 
grammatical construction was grotesque, but he had the 
genius to recognize these faults and to capitalize them. He 
was never an actor as judged by the rules and traditions of 
the stage, yet, by being himself he became the most popu- 
lar and profitable performer on the stage and screen. 


Will Rogers, with his friend and fellow-enthusiast in 


aviation, Wiley Post, died last week in an airplane crash 
at the northernmost point in Alaska. They died what might 
be termed a natural death, though killed when the engine 
failed, sending them to the frozen tundra, to be found by 
wondering, frightened natives, dying alone in the wilder- 
ness, far from studios and kleig lights; far from the friendly 
beacons of landing fields; far from friends, luxuries, loved 
ones. But the death was natural to them in a sense, for 
they both had defied it for years, laughed at it, and their 
buoyant courage was such as to discount it in advance. 
Although a nation mourns this week, it was a death, such

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An Experimental Forest— 


The transformation of an area of 17,000 


acres of national forest in the mountains 
northeast of Glendora into an experimental 
forest, for the gathering of data on erosion, 
run-off and production of usable water and 
the relation of various types of vegetation to 
these things, is a very practical step forward. 


There is, in fact, very little scientific infor- 


mation available on these subjects, and it is 
time the region, the state and the nation had 
some. Too often flood control and water prob- 
lems are sought to be solved on a basis of de- 
ductive reasoning and guesswork, with fre- 
quent failure. Lee's studies on evaporation, 
made years ago in Owens valley, are valuable, 
but need to be supplemented. 


The plant in this experimental forest is 


elaborate, and should be productive of worth- 
while information. The common supposition 
is that the various types of chaparral with 
which slopes are found to be covered, being 
indigenous, are the best for the purpose. But 
man is not content to take his fruit, vege- 
tables and grain, or his food animals, as sup- 
plied by nature; he has dared to improve the 
natural stocks by selective breeding. Since 
the management by nature of hillsides does 
not produce ideal results, it is reasonable to 
suppose some improvements on nature are 
possible in this direction also. 


At least, in the San Dimas national forest, 


they are going to try various expedients and 
see how they work out, hoping to learn on a 
small scale something that can be applied on 
a'big scale; The problem' is intricate and diffi- 


rcult, and complicated by the fact that there 


is not unlimited money available. But a solu- 
tion would be worth many millions, if not bil- 
lions.—Los Angeles Times. 


Stockpiling Deposits— 


Los Angeles bank deposits are a hundred 


million dollars ahead of this time last year, 
the newspapers report. 


Bankers are not especially happy over this 


condition, as they would naturally like to 
see all this money working in commercial and 
industrial loans, for that is the business of 
banking. As long as we do business under the 
debt system, big bank deposits do not mean 
prosperity for the banker or for the country. 


But the banker should be, and is, pleased 


when he reflects that big bank deposits indi- 
cate the clearance of obligations and the es- 
tablishing of a greater fluid surplus ready for 
the time when borrowing and lending begins 
again on a normal scale. 


The depositors are stockpiling in the same 


manner that manufacturers fabricate and 
store up for future orders. Slowly the in- 
debtedness is being worn clown by economy, 
cautious living and cautious business meth- 
ods. 
Slowly the deposits increase over and 


above turnover needs. And when debt has 
been reduced to a normal point, investment 
and expansion will begin. That's the inevit- 
able cycle. 


Manufactured Horrors— 


To a limited extent, reform and recovery 


may be carried along together, but recovery 
is retarded by the presence of the reform 
movement. That's why the world is so lag- 
gard in emerging from the post-war depres- 
sion. 


The United States has always, in the past, 


achieved a reputation for courage in writing 
off losses, recognizing that there were two 
fundamental essentials in a capitalistic sys- 
tem, first to risk capital by investment in new 
enterprises; second, to accept losses quickly 
and philosophically. The second is as impor- 
tant as the first, for capital cannot be profit- 
ably invested unless all, or the major part, of 
dead, unprofitable investment is removed by 
liquidation or bankruptcy. 
No individual, 


firm or nation can indefinitely pay interest 
and retire principal on dead investments, and 
at the same time reinvest in new enterprises. 
The load is too great for new enterprises to 
carry, and credit is greatly hampered by old 
and impossible obligations. 


The prolonging of the depression can be 


definitely traced to a fatuous policy first ap- 
pearing in bold form in the McMillian report 
in England, and which was slavishly accepted 
by the American financiers. In it the premise 
was laid down that bankruptcy could be pre- 
vented by governmental intervention—by the 
loaning of the money of all the people to pri- 
vate business—railroads, steamship 
lines, 


ship-builders, and banks. This was the in- 
spiration for the Reconstruction Finance cor- 
poration in this country. Before this happen- 
ed there was the absurd idea that Germany 
could be rehabilitated by loaning her huge 
sums to rebuild her business structure. This 
failed miserably, because Germany could 
only retire that debt by furnishing commodi- 
ties, and the world, especially the United 
States, the creditor nation, was not in need 
of commodities. 


Because governments stepped in and halt- 


ed the necessary progress downward of com- 
modity prices, froze mortgages, and guaran- 
teed deposits, the liquidation did not take 
place to the point where it would have effect- 
ed a cure. The result is that credit is still at 
a stalemate, made timid and inactive because 
of the spectre of great loads of debt contract- 
ed on high values in boom times, and which 
should have been heroically written off to 
give opportunity for new capital to be in- 
vested. 


Forgiving and forgetting impossible debts 


has always been the cure of depressions, and 
will continue to be the only cure as long as 
we operate under the capitalistic system. It 
is proving to be fallacious for governments to 
attempt to save lost capital by levies on the 
whole people. Such lost capital cannot be 
saved. It was spent long ago, and has left no 
tangible assets to represent it. 


In 1870 to 1878, and again in 1893 to 1896, 


this country "took the rap," and allowed lost 
capital to slide into oblivion, recognizing that 
this is the second great fundamental of capi- 
talism. When a gambler bets his money on 
the red ball, he does not receive a piece of 
paper from the croupier, acknowledging the 
bet. If the red ball proves to have been the 
wrong bet, this is the end of the transaction. 
Capital investment in business is exactly the 
same, with the exception that stocks or bonds 
are received as an acknowledgment. The bet 
has been lost just as certainly, even though 
a piece of paper still reposes in some drawer 
or safe deposit box. 


Not until this country and the world is will- 


ing to liquidate will we emerge from the de- 
pression. An enormous amount of liquidation 
has already been forced, but not enough to 
re-establish credit. 


Lack of liquidation is the reason why the 


Roosevelt administration is a failure in recov- 
ery, if not in reform. This can be said with- 
out direct intention to discredit his adminis- 
tration, but must be said in truth. The fallacy 
of attempting to build a new structure before 
clearing the ground of the old is apparent. 
The investor must learn to admit that his 
stocks or bonds or mortgages are in them- 
selves at all times utterly worthless; that they 
are at best mere warehouse receipts, and if 
the warehouse burns down without insurance 
there is no virtue in fondling his receipts and 
treasuring them in card index boxes. The 
way to recover is to forget and forgive impos- 
sible debts and thereby establish new credit. 
And the way to reform is to apply some of the 
lessons learned during bad periods, so that 
the same mistakes will not always be re- 
peated.

Some wire service chief conceived the idea 


of consolidating all deaths and injuries when 
it snowed, or rained, or the wind blew, and 
so it goes on, resulting in horror-impelling 
headlines based on death and destruction. 
Usually the inhabitants in the areas described 
are barely aware that anything out of the or- 
dinary has happened. 


In heat-waves, if a motorist is stung by a 


bee, swerves from the highway and is killed, 
his name is included among heat-wave vic- 
tims, presumably because bees don't fly 
around in the winter. These death and dis- 
aster stories are fed to the Pacific coast as 
chamber of commerce propaganda to make us 
more satisfied with out lot out here. We, in 
turn, send back wire stories magnifying every 
little earth-shock and flood, and these serve 
to give everybody the jitters, if they take 
them seriously, which, as a rule, they don't. 
Newspapers crying disaster in every edition 
have dulled the ears of the people. 


The newspaper profession is sold on the 


idea that people won't read anything but bad 
news. This is perhaps true as relating to 
street sales, but the newspapers and the pub- 
lic would be better off if street sales were pro- 
hibited. Some sweet day we may get a lead- 
ership among publishers that is not actuated 
by charlatanism, fake circulation and appeal 
to the lowest emotions. 


Lloyd's, the London insurance company 


that takes bets on nearly anything, declares 
that the Italo-Ethiopian war in inevitable. 
And that the United States is the safest coun- 
try in the world for the future. 


Odds offered on an invasion of the United 


States are 500 to 1; possibility of a war be- 
tween the United States and a major power, 
100 to 1. 


Meanwhile there are two definite actions 


that should be taken by the American people: 
to aid in breaking up the international arma- 
ment ring, and to drastically curb war loans 
by international bankers. If these steps are 
not taken, Lloyd's may be wrong. 


4 Break for Patients— 


It is rare for strikers to resume work of 


their own accord before negotiations are fair- 
ly under way, but it happened recently in a 
Mexican city. Physicians of that area struck 
in protest to heavy taxation on their profes- 
sion, but a circular letter was sent out by one 
of the members, pointing out that if the pro- 
fession remained inactive for any appreciable 
length of time it would bring about such an 
improvement in the health of the citizenry it 
would be impossible to resume business on 
the old profitable status quo.

campaign of next year approaches. 
The question now confronting politi- 
cal strategists is not so much 
whether the next administration will 
possess a Democratic or Republican 
label as to the question of its con- 
servatism or liberalism. Both of the 
words, conservatism and liberalism 
are much abused, but must answer 
as a general description of the pres- 
ent political drifts. 


To visualize what may be expect- 


ed as issues next year, it is necessary 
to remember that this country has 
at all times been governed conserva- 
tively—that the Democratic party 
has only been a little less conserva- 
tive than the Republican. At all 
times, with minor exception, both 
parties have adhered to a similar 
monetary policy. When the Demo- 
cratic party has advocated monetary 
change of a radical nature it has 
been defeated. The principal differ- 
ence between policies in the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties has 
lain in the fact that Democratic lead- 
ers have invariably talked liberalism 
and voted conservatively. They have 
brilliantly enunciated their idealism, 
earning at times a reputation for 
progressive liberalism, but there is 
no outstanding record pointing to a 
liberalized action when they have 
been given power. This has been 
true up until the present Democra- 
tic regime. The departure of the 
present administration into experi- 
mental reform is the reason why a 
new cleavage is taking place, with 
the conservative Democrats and Re- 
publicans moving toward an align- 
ment. Europe, especially England, 
Germany and France, have long 
been governed by alternating liberal 
and conservative forces, with a swing 
party, or centrist group, providing 
a balance. The third political group 
of any considerable power has never 
been possible in the United States, 
'or the reason that both of the major 
parties have been hitherto conser- 
vative in financial and industrial 
Doling. That there is now, for the 
irst time in American history, a de- 
inite cleavage between conservative 
and liberals or radicals, is shown 
plainly by the bitterness in the 
Democratic party. Both parties have 
been conservative in essential poli- 
cies up to now. The issue, therefore, 
for the coming presidential and con- 
gressional campaign, because of, the 
drift of the administration to the 
left, is to be conservatism versus 
liberalism or radicalism, and not the 
traditional contest between the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties 
That the two parties will go to the 
polls with Republican and Demo- 
cratic nominees is of little signifi- 
cance. The issue will be fought out 
on economic principles. That is why 
we can confidently predict Demo- 
cratic congressional upsets in the 
Democratic south, and Republican 
upsets in portion of the Republican 
midwest and west, for the alignments 
will be new for the first time, no 
merely sectional and traditional. 


We can predict that the politica 


machinery of the Democratic partj 
will remain safely in the hands o 
the present administration, and tha 
President Roosevelt will be renom- 
inated. We can predict that the Re- 
publicans will make every effort to 


i nominate a virile standard-bearer 
who will be opposed to President 


i Roosevelt's fiscal and financial poli- 
cies as shown by his advocacies and 
! acts of this administration. On so- 


j cial welfare questions the two parties 
will only be divided on methods 


I rather than principles. On monetary 


] policies and government 
financing 


I there will be a wide divergence. The 


I Republicans, backed by conservative 


j Democrats, either openly or passive- 


j ly or both, will stand for the sanc- 
! tity of government contract; for 
dollar that has a contracted stabil- 
ity in it; for a government bone 
that has reliabality and surety for 
the period of its term; for the return 
of confidence by the guaranteeing 
of the terms of a federal instru- 
ment; for the payment in gold of 
any certificate so demanding, and 
a cessation of gold price manipula- 
tion. Monkeying with the basic value 
of money will be condemned by the 
Republicans and acquiesced in by 
conservative Democrats. The opera- 
tion of the federal reserve system 
by a political board will be pointed 
out as a distinct danger to the re- 
turn of confidence in finance.

Warned Against 
Racketeers 


Elderly residents of the county 


who feel they are entitled to heir, 
under new federal and state social 
security acts wore warned againsi 
racketeers who might seek to ob- 
tain fees for preparing their applica- 
tions for such aid, is a statement 
which Superintendent of Charities 
Rex Thomson had on record this 
week. 


Pointing out that experienced de-

County Water Well 
Shows Response to 
Earthquake Shocks 


Los Angeles county has a water 


well unique in its response to earth- 
quakes in that it shows a greater 
variation in level as the result of 
more distant tremors. The well is 
located near Van Nuys boulevard 
and Caterbury street in San Fernan- 
do valley. 


Water stage records installed in 


the well record the fluctuation of the 
water level, while the time and loca- 
tion of the various shocks have been 
checked by the California Institute 
of Technology. 


The 
greatest 
fluctuation—six- 


tenths of a foot—was recorded at 
3:25 p.m., November 20, last, during 
a quake which was centered in Baf- 
fin bay, Greenland, while during a 
quake centered in southern Califor- 
nia October 2, last, at 1:10 a.m., the 
fluctuation was but .14 of a foot. 


There were twelve records 
of 


shocks during the fiscal year just 
ended, the smallest—.01 of a foot— 
occurring during a quake centered 
in southern Arizona.

The procenium arch, built 
m receding planes and decorated hi 
receding colors, will increase the 
effect of greater distance. The cen- 
;ral light fixture, completely built in 
so as to form a part of the ceiling 
itself, will be continued in a deco- 
rative scheme the entire length of 
the ceiling, in large planes with sub- 
dued, pastel-like 
shades, 
finally 


melting into and forming a part of 
the decoration of the arch itself. 


"A balcony, extending clear to the 


back of the auditorium, will furnish 
many additional and 
comfortable 


seats. The face of the balcony, fin- 
ished with accoustic tile, will be 
constructed so as to form three long 
bands, running full width of the 
auditorium, and continuing decora- 
tively in graceful curves on the side- 
walls forward to the stage. 


"The upper part of the sidewalls 


will be decorated with continuous 
mural paintings, extending the en- 
tire length of the auditorium. Thus 
thruout the interior long, flowing 
lines will form the leading motive, 
quiet, assured simplicity; couplet 
with the best in decoration, all in 
harmonious order. 


"The foyer, with curved stairway 


leading up to the balcony, is also a 
new feature' in that it will be L- 
shaped. The lobby will have a depth 
of only eight feet, but its length will 
be twenty-two feet, with a ticket 
booth on the sidewalk line, modern 
in every respect, with its display 
boards constructed so as to form 
part of the building. 


"Perhaps the most 
conspicuous 


and distinctive part of many a the- 
ater front, as far as artistic beauty is 
concerned, is the marquee, with its 
neon lights.
